Maj ors Increase 


With a total of 197 students reg- 
istered for majors in the commerce 
department at Santa Ana junior 
college, the department is ‘showing 
a large increase over last year, 
George B. Holmes, head of the de- 
partment announced today. 

Figures show that. the commerce 
department is second in the list of 
majors, following the letters and 
sciences division with 3338. Out of 
the total of 727 students registered 
at the junor college, the engineer- 
ing major has 90 students, educa- 
tion has 48, and special students 
46. 


Two courses are offered in the 
commerce major, regular two year 
secretarial taining or college pre 
paratory work, and a short year 
course of intensive secretarial 
training in preparation for holding 
an immediate position. Both cours- 
es require the students to pass the 
Subject A examination or take 
English X. The two year class in 
cludes general business subjects, 
physical education, and bac k- 
ground work. 

Santa Ana was among the first 
junior colleges to emphasize the 
short, practical secretarial course, 
and is still among the leading 
schools, according to Holmes. New 
equipment was installed last year, 
following the move to the present 
location. 

More than 60 machines are 
available for the use of the com- 
merce students. These include 
about 24 typewriters; Monroe, 
Marchant, Burroughs, and comto- 
meter calculating machines; bank- 
posting machines; bookkeeping 
machines; duplicators; and dicto- 
phones. 

“Graduates of the commerce de- 
partment are well placed through- 
out the county with scarcely a firm 
not employing one or more junior 
college graduates. Local firms are 
also very kind in offering all as- 
sistance possible in the work.”
